Obama Calls for a Fairer Deal 


President addresses 
ineome inequality 
in State of the Union 


Washington 

Keeping the American dream alive 
has become “the defining issue of 
our time,” President Obama says. 
He planned to use Tuesday night’s 
State of the Union address to draw a 
stark election-year line with Repub- 
licans over how to keep the United 
States from eroding further into a 
nation of haves and have-nots. 

In excerpts of his speech 
released in advance, Obama 
attacked income inequality and 
offered his own economic revival 
plan built upon boosting manufac- 
turing, energy and education. He 
warned Republicans in Congress 
that he will fight them if they try to 
obstruct him or restore an economy 
gutted by “outsourcing, bad debt 
and phony financial profits.” 

Driving everything in the 
speech: jobs, including his own. 
Obama essentially made his case for 
re-election as he spelled out where 
he wants to take the country. 



In his State of the Union, President Obama was expected to warn Republicans in 
Congress that he would fight them if they obstruct his plans to fix the economy. 



Republican ‘Prebuttal’ 

Republicans took the offensive Tuesday and 

cast President Obama as the culprit for the economy’s 
persistent frailty, hoping to shift the focus away from 
his State of the Union address’ theme of economic fair- 
ness. “This election is going to be a referendum on the 
president’s economic policies," which have worsened 
the economy, said House Speaker John Boeh- 
ner. “The politics of dividing our country is 
not what America is all about." (ap) 


Obama was making his pitch 
to a bitterly divided Congress and 
to a country underwhelmed by 
his handling of the economy. Tar- 
geting anxiety about a slumping 
middle class, Obama was calling 
for the rich to pay more in taxes.

Big Privacy Changes for Google 


The Seamless Future of Sharing 

After March 1, a Google user who has recently watched YouTube videos 
of the Washington Wizards might suddenly see basketball ticket ads appear 
in his or her Gmail account. That person may also be reminded of a business 
trip to Washington on Google Calendar. Privacy and security advocates say 
Google’s changes betray users who are not accustomed to having their infor- 
mation shared across different websites. A user of Gmail, for instance, may 
send messages about a private meeting with a colleague and may not want the 
location of that meeting to be thrown into Google’s massive cauldron of data 
or used for Google’s maps application, (ap) 


Washington 

Google said Tuesday it will require 
users to allow the company to fol- 
low their activities across email, 
search, YouTube and other servic- 
es, a radical shift in strategy that 
is expected to invite greater scru- 
tiny of its privacy and competitive 
practices. 

The information will enable 
Google to develop a fuller pic- 
ture of how people use its grow- 
ing empire of websites. Consumers 
will have no choice but to accept 
the changes. 

The policy will take effect March 
1 and will affect Android mobile 
phone users, who are required to 
log in to Google accounts when 
they activate their phones. 


The changes come as Google is 
facing stiff competition and recent- 
ly disappointed investors for the 
first time in several quarters, failing 
last week to meet earnings expec- 
tations. Apple, perhaps its prima- 
ry rival, is expected to announce 
strong earnings Tuesday. 


“In short, weTl treat you as a 
single user across all our prod- 
ucts, which will mean a simpler, 
more intuitive Google experience,” 
Alma Whitten — Google’s direc- 
tor of privacy, product and engi- 
neering — wrote in a blog post.

The fighting seemed to reflect a rejection of NTC control 
by a city that never deeply accepted its rule, highlighting the tensions still present be- 
tween those who benefited under Gadhafi’s regime and those now in power, (ap) 


Protests on the rise 
again as frustration 
with leaders grows 

Benghazi, Libya 

As Libya’s interim government 
struggles to bring security, stabil- 
ity and democracy to the country, 
a burgeoning protest movement is 
rocking the fragile nation, venting 
grudges and challenging the legiti- 
macy of the ruling authorities. 

The movement is at its stron- 
gest in the eastern city of Beng- 
hazi, the cradle of the uprising that 
began last February and later saw 
NATO-backed forces topple Moam- 
mar Gadhafi’s 42-year rule. 

Support for the National Tran- 
sitional Council, which has shift- 
ed its operations to Tripoli, is rap- 
idly evaporating. People complain 
of shaky security; delays in the 
reopening of schools and courts; 
flaws in the interim constitution 
and proposed electoral legislation; 
and the presence of Gadhafi-era 
officials on the council. 

For more than a month, hun- 


dreds of demonstrators have gath- 
ered nightly in the city center. 

“What we are asking for is not 
privileges,” said Saleh el-Hadd- 
ar, a businessman at a recent pro- 
test. “We want the courts to work, 
we want the followers of Gadhafi 
to go ... and our main concern is 
transparency.” 


Discontent bubbled into vio- 
lence Saturday, as protesters loot- 
ed the NTC headquarters and 
threw bottles at NTC chief Musta- 
fa Abdul-Jalil. The next day, Abdul- 
Jalil suspended the council’s Beng- 
hazi representatives in an apparent 
attempt to appease protesters. The 
deputy chief of the NTC resigned 


in protest over the move. 

Benghazi’s example has been 
followed with fewer participants 
and less violence in Tripoli and Mis- 
rata, where protesters call for the 
“correction of the revolution.” 

In Misrata, a few tents are 
pitched in an intersection known 
as Freedom Square. 

Protests and sit-ins have called 
for elections for the local council, 
which was appointed by consensus 
in May. About 200 people partici- 
pated in marches and camped out, 
with success: An electoral commit- 
tee has now been set up, and a local 
poll is set to be held in a month.

Spate of Attacks in Iraq Kill 19 


Insurgent violence 
intensifies in wake 
of U.S. withdrawal 

Baghdad 

At least 19 people were killed in Iraq 
on Tuesday as insurgents targeted 
day laborers, government workers 
and an anti-terrorism police cap- 
tain amid a continuing surge of vio- 
lence, according to officials. 

At least 80 people were injured, 
the officials said. 

The attacks come amid a polit- 
ical crisis that has virtually para- 
lyzed the government in the wake 
of the withdrawal of U.S. troops 


Meanwhile ... 

In the 30 days after U.S. troops left 
Iraq on Dec. 18, at least 327 people 
were killed in bombings and assas- 
sinations, according to a security 
official. That appears to be a sharp 
increase over previous months. For 
the year ending Dec. 31, Iraqi offi- 
cials recorded about 2,640 deaths, 
according to totals from the Interior 
and Health ministries, an average of 
about 220 killings a month, (twp) 


last month. 

Analysts contend that insur- 
gents are taking advantage of the 
chaos to try to exacerbate sectari- 


an strife between Shiites and Sun- 
nis. In recent weeks, the al-Qaeda- 
affiliated Islamic State of Iraq has 
claimed responsibility for at least 
37 attacks, saying it was protest- 
ing the detention of Sunnis in Shi- 
ite-controlled jails. Many of Tues- 
day’s bombings targeted Shiite 
neighborhoods. 

At least 170 people have died 
in attacks since the beginning of 
the year, many of them Shiite pil- 
grims attending religious com- 
memorations. 

Still, there is little indication 
so far that the country is slipping 
back toward the widespread sec- 
tarian bloodshed of 2006 and 2007.

Gingrich called Romney’s charg- 
es ironic, given that it emerged after 
Monday’s debate that Romney 
invested in Freddie Mac and its 
sister entity, Fannie Mae. 

Gingrich, a candidate once left 
for dead, stood before thousands 
in Sarasota brimming with confi- 
dence about his chances of winning 
the GOP nod. He barely mentioned 
Romney in two events, though he 
railed hard at Obama. 

Gingrich said Obama should 
stop blaming his Republican pre- 
decessor for the country’s econom- 
ic woes. “This is the fourth year 
ofhis presidency. He needs to get 
over it,” Gingrich said. “A friend 
of mine says, ‘He has shifted from 
Yes We Can to Why We Couldn’t.’”

South entrance to be 
closed starting Feb. 1 
for escalator project 


Washington 

Tired of seeing the escalators at the 
south entrance of Metro’s Dupont 
Circle station broken and stand- 
ing still? 

Relief could be coming — albe- 
it in eight months or so. 

Starting Feb. 1, the south 
entrance will close so heavy equip- 
ment can be brought in as crews 
start tearing out the three esca- 
lators to install new ones. Metro 
is contracting the work to Swit- 
zerland-based Schindler Group 
as part of a contract worth about 
$12 million. 

Metro has not closed an 
entrance of a station for that long 
for escalator replacement work in 
recent memory, according to Metro 
officials. The south escalators at 
Dupont Circle are among the least 
reliable of Metro’s 588 escalators, 
officials have said. 

Crews at Dupont Circle will 
work days, nights and weekends 
to try to do the work at the 19th 
Street NW entrance as fast as pos- 
sible, said Dan Stessel, Metro’s chief 
spokesman. 

In September, officials had 
warned the job could take a year, 
but Stessel said they will work 
with Schindler to speed up the 
project. 

“We are going to get it done 
as quickly and safely as we can,” 
he said. 

Installing escalators at the 
Dupont stop is difficult because 
the station is so deep underground. 
According to Metro, the escalators 
rise 85 feet and have 291 steps.

Aging System 

Seventy-five percent of Metro’s 
escalators are more than 25 
years old. Four manufacturers 
that made parts for them are out 
of business, and the escalators 
haven’t been properly main- 
tained over the years, according 
to Metro officials, (twp) 


The Dupont entrance was orig- 
inally built for two escalators, not 
three, leaving little room to work. 
Another problem is that the man- 
ufacturer that made the Dupont 
south escalator has gone out of 
that business, making it hard to 
find replacement parts, officials 
have said. 

Metro said it will station per- 
sonnel at Dupont’s north entrance 
on Q Street NW to help manage 
crowds and direct the 50,000 rid- 


ers who go through the station on 
a weekday. Escalator mechanics 
will be on hand so they can respond 
quickly to any escalator problems 
at the north entrance. 

A spiral staircase has been 
installed in the ventilation shaft 
area near the south side of the 
Dupont station for use in an emer- 
gency. 

Stessel said there will be one 
escalator at the south entrance that 
can be used as a staircase, but only 
in an emergency. 

In July 2010, multiple escalator 
failures at the station caused chaos, 
and safety and health concerns as 
thousands of commuters made the 
long trek to the surface. 

Metro officials are encourag- 
ing riders to use the escalators at 
the north entrance of Dupont Cir- 
cle or to get off at Farragut North.

McPherson Square 
eampers to go soon, 
NPS tells House panel 

Washington 

The director of the National Park 
Service said Tuesday that U.S. 
Park Police will “very soon” begin 
enforcing a no-camping law at 
McPherson Square but that the 
Occupy D.C. movement has a pre- 
vailing First Amendment right to 
continue its vigil there. 

“We are about to enforce the 
camping regulations, but we are 
not evicting the occupiers under 
any circumstances, unless there is 
an emergency,” National Park Ser- 
vice Director Jonathan B. Jarvis said 
Tuesday at a subcommittee hearing 
of the House Oversight and Govern- 
ment Reform Committee, which 
oversees the District. 

During a series of sometimes 


sharp exchanges, committee mem- 
bers quizzed Jarvis about the Park 
Service’s handling of the situation 
at McPherson Square, where pro- 
testers in solidarity with the Occu- 
py Wall Street movement have 
been camping without a permit 


since Oct. 1. 

The protesters have come under 
fire in recent days for health and 
safety concerns after the District’s 
health director said the rat popu- 
lation was “exploding” in the area 
and an infant was found aban- 


doned in a tent. 

Republicans on the subcom- 
mittee often seemed exasperated 
as they pressed the Park Service 
for its legal reasoning allowing the 
protesters to stay in violation of its 
own no-camping regulations. The 
Park Service has said decades of 
case law supports protesters’ right 
to operate a 24-hour vigil on park- 
land; Republicans cited a Supreme 
Court opinion that says protesters 
can stay — but not sleep — in pub- 
lic parks. 

Rep. Trey Gowdy, R-S.C., the sub- 
committee’s chairman, said the Park 
Service has created a precedent for 
others to fi'eely camp on federal land 
despite rules prohibiting it. 

“I find it curious tourists can’t 
pitch a tent in McPherson Square 
for fun, but if they’re pitching 
a camp in protest of fun, then 
the National Park Service would 
welcome them,” Gowdy said.

A 15-mile Corridor Cities Tran- 
sitway (CCT) would connect the 
Shady Grove station at the end of 
Metro’s Red Line in Rockville with 
the Clarksburg area, via Gaithers- 
burg and Germantown. The coun- 
ty has targeted much of its future 
development for the area, and 
Montgomery officials say it is key to 


economic and job growth, particu- 
larly the county’s ability to continue 
attracting life science companies. 
Much of the approved development 
for the area can’t go forward with- 
out a transitway to prevent further 
traffic congestion. 

Affordability and timing seemed 
to be the biggest considerations for 
council members. Several cited 
a recent state study that found a 
busway, called Bus Rapid Transit 
(BRT), would provide significantly 
higher economic benefits than light 
rail because its lower cost would 
make it affordable a decade earli- 
er.

The Wizards 

Flip Saunders was fired Tuesday as 
coach of the NBA-worst Wizards 
and replaced by assistant Randy 
Wittman, who has the job for the 
rest of the season. 

The Wizards fell to 2-15 this sea- 
son, including 0-7 on the road, with 
a 20-point loss to the Philadelphia 
76ers on Monday. Washington’s 
next game is at home Wednesday 
against the Charlotte Bobcats. 

“We felt the team had become 
unresponsive, and we will look to 
Randy to provide a different voice 
and a change in philosophy moving 
forward,” Wizards president Ernie 
Grunfeld said in a statement. 

Saunders was in his third sea- 
son with the Wizards, going 51-130. 
When he was hired, the roster 
featured All-Stars Gilbert Are- 
nas, Antawn Jamison and Caron 
Butler, but the franchise is now 
rebuilding around point guard 
John Wall, the No. 1 overall pick 
in the 2010 draft. 

But there is not a lot of help for 
Wall, and the Wizards have been 
prone to inconsistent play, often fail- 
ing to even be competitive this sea- 
son. On Monday, they walked down 
the court for offensive possessions, 
never hustled after loose balls and 
couldn’t convert the easiest of buck- 
ets, missing eight of nine shots in 
the paint in the first quarter. 


The Wittman File 

Randy Wittman becomes the 23rd 
coach in franchise history and the 
fourth coach to lead the Wizards 
since the start of the 2008-09 
season. Eddie Jordan was fired 
after a 1-10 start.

A Touch’ Contrived 


Kiefer Sutherland's 
new drama relies too 
much on coincidence 

Premieres 

Kiefer Sutherland returns 
to the Fox lineup in 
“Touch.” He’s not Jack 
Bauer, but Martin Bohm, a sore- 
ly overextended single dad whose 
wife died on Sept. 11. His 11-year- 
old son, Jake (David Mazouz), has 
never uttered a word. He refuses to 
be hugged or even touched. Experts 
say he’s autistic, but Martin believes 
that Jake’s fascination with num- 
bers may be more than a retreat to 
an inner world. It could be his way 
of communicating. 

Over the course of the pilot, we 
discover that Jake can see intercon- 
nectivity in numbers that gives him 
insights beyond the comprehension 
of most mortals. These numbers 
provide codes and clues that Mar- 
tin tries desperately to decipher, 
even as social workers attempt to

Danny Glover appears as a mys- 
tic and professor who declares that 
Jake and other children like him are 
part of some new wrinkle in evo- 
lution, a hint of humans to come;
